The planetary interest of tho month 


concoritrutes on the movemoDts of the 
brilliant trio—Jupiter, Saturn and Man. 
Daring the larger portion of the month 
they will enjoy almost sole possession 
of the fthining field, but as its doge 
drawn near, a formidable rival will enter 
the listi. Tho peerless harvest moon 
will dim their bright beams, as ap- 
proaching the full she shines each 
night with increasing luster. Jupiter 
is evening star and reigns supreme 
among the glittering hosts that on 
moonless nights make the sky tremu- 
lous with brightness. He has just 
passed his opposition with the sun; and, 
during the first part of the month, is 
arrayed in hi« moHt brilliant lints, as- 
suming the regul air that befits tho 
mythic father of gods and men. 
Ho 


rises now at half past six, a few min 
utes before sunset; on the last day of 
the month he will riso at half past four, 
more than an hour bef'oro sunset, lla 
is, therefore, in excellent position for 
observation during the whole month, 
though, traveling away from us, he will 
show a perceptible diminution in sizo 
and brilliancy. He is now a superb ob- 
ject as he conies darting above tha east- 
ern horizon in the twilight and rises 
majestically in the meridian, reaching 
it about midnight. Venus is evening 
star during the greater portion of tlio 
month, but her brilliant beauty is al- 
most obscured by her near approach to 
the Bun. She may, however, be seen 
for a few days as she sets a few minutes 
after seven o'clock, about half an hour 
alter sunset. On the 23d a great epoch 
occurs in her history.for she comes into 
inferior conjunction with tho sun, pass- 
ing directly between us and tha sun,nnd 
reappearing on the western side us 
morninj' star.
